Tw enty-seven out of th e 43 men 
in m y platoon w ere eith er w ound­ 
ed or killed by the shell, which 
cam e from a Jap shore battery 
from an adjacent island.” 
M cCall said he then crawled 
back to the foxhole of his cap­ 
tain, another 150 yards, w here he 
quickly applied a tourniquet to 
his bleeding ankle and gave him- 
selft a shot of m orphine.

“The Jap shell had h it us about 
one in the m orning, w hen I was 
asleep. At 9:30 a. m., the barrage 
was followed by a counterattack.

L ater that m orning, M cCall re­ 
ceived two units of plasm a at an 
aid 
station, 
then

“Mac,” told also of an incident 
that happened on his second day 
on Saipan.

GETS ONE JAP

“We had only one m achine gun 
and tw o men to cover us, b u t we 
w orked on, caring for th e w ound­ 
ed, for three hours. I shot one 
Jap in self defense,” M cCall said. 
The Navy youth had been in 
previous action at T araw a, where 
he helped care for 300 casualties, 
w ithout injury to him self. There 
he w as chased by a N ip tank, 
taking shelter under the ledge of 
a house foundation, so th e Jap 
couldn’t depress his guns suffi­ 
ciently to fire a t him. 
“The Jap was afraid to come 
out of the tank, and I w as afraid 
to come out from u n d er 
the 
ledge,” McCall said. “I breathed 
a sigh of relief w hen th e 
tank 
finally le f t”

Dr. J. R. M acartney, pastor of 
Comm unity church, paid glowing 
tribute to the Lost Men of B a­ 
taan and their rescuers in 
his 
serm on Sunday morning. 
“Likening them to the heroes 
of Therm opylae and a t the R e­ 
lief of Lucknow, these four h u n ­ 
dred men of th e 6th Ranger B at­ 
talion and the Philipino guer­ 
rillas, who penetrated twenty-five 
m iles back of the Japanese lines 
to liberate 513 American 
and 
A llies prisoners from the u n ­ 
speakable carr.p, have given the 
w orld a story that can be read 
w ith a thrill by every American 
and one th at will be read w ith 
happiness through all the thous­ 
ands of years it is retold,” the 
pastor said. 
“M aking 
a 
forced 
m arch 
through the night, they wiped out 
the Japanese garrison and then 
successfully 
shepherded 
their 
m ore than five hundred w ards, 
all bu t two who failed to m ake 
it. 
“These m en who during nearly 
th ree years, suffered an eternity 
of agony and despair, young in 
years but w ith health shattered, 
bodies wasted, 
but 
their u n ­ 
quenchable spirit of hope 
and 
courage, had hoped against hope 
for the day and hour when Mac- 
A rth u r would 
m ake good his 
prom ise, ‘I’ll be back’. 
“W hat a welcome they will re ­ 
ceive, when they land on A m eri­ 
can soil once again, and w hat 
rejoicing in the homes to w hich 
they come back. 
“This w onderful and 
happy 
story has thrilled and awed the 
A m erican 
people. These men, 
both rescued and rescuers, have 
done a magnificent 
thing 
and 
have dearly w on and perm anent­ 
ly secured th eir place in A m eri­ 
can history.”

and "Wild Life in the Desert”. 


WITH ARDUOUS TOIL 


The following was quoted at 
the beginning of the lecture on 
Mendel: "The thread of our nar­ 
rative is broken at intervals by 
biographical chapters. We are too 
apt to receive the gifts of science 
without asking 
whence 
they 
came. It is well 
therefore 
to 
learn something about the lives 
of those who have made discov­ 
eries or organized scientific work. 
What we have today was 
not 
gained without arduous toil and 
persistent zeal, often in the face 
of many difficulties. As the pious 
studied the lives of the saints, 
so we may pause now and then 
to learn how 
scientific heroes 
have won new territory for the 
kingdom of science. Thus, if we 
have anything of generous re­ 
sponse within us, we may return 
to our studies refreshed, resolv­ 
ing that we also, in some meas 
ure, will further the good cause”. 
The next biographical lecture 
will be about the great Swedish 
naturalist, Linnaeus, the father 
of the modem system of naming 
plants and animals. Carolus Lin­ 
naeus, or Carl von Linne. 
was 
bom in 1707, his father being a 
country pastor. He was sent to 
a school where he studied Latin 
and Hebrew, and appeared to be 
a poor scholar, because his heart 
was in the study of nature, 
of 
plants and animals, and indeed, 
as for the Latin, he became pro­ 
ficient in it, and his voluminous 
writings were in that language. 
He eventually went to the Uni­

botanist, and in consequence was 
sent on a journey to Lapland, to 
collect and study the products of 
that country. After his return, he 
practised medicine in Stockholm, 
but at length became professor oí 
botany at Upsala. 


LISTS THEM ALL 


Here he wrote his great works, 
listing and describing all animals 
and plants known up to his time, 
and giving each species a name 
consisting of two words, 
these 
indicating the genus and species. 
This system is followed all over 
the world today, and greatly aids 
the 
understanding 
of 
living 
things. 
Many people seem to have the 
idea that all snakes are poten­ 
tially dangerous and should 
be 
destroyed. In reality, they 
are 
beneficial, preying on small ro­ 
dents. There 
are twenty-three 
kinds of quite harmless snakes in 
Southern California, and these 
should not be killed. Only the 
rattlesnakes, of which there are 
about half a dozen species, are 
poisonous. The small sidewinder 
is a rattlesnake, and its bite is 
dangerous. Dr. Klauber of San 
Diego has lately published a very 
interesting paper on the 
side­ 
winder, showing that there are 
two distinct races, a southern one 
(which he have here at 
Palm 
Springs) and a more northern one. 
of the Mohave Desert and north­ 
ward.
